nicsscnger boy in tlio Second Natlonal
Bank", of Riehmond, Ind. It wns not
much of a Job from a llnanclal stund-
point, but in a few months young
Daniol proposed hls flrst consolida¬
tlon. Hc wished to have added to hls
labors the posltlon of night watcli-
man at VI a week. Hls consolidatlon
was accepted, and ho moved hls bed
down to tlio bank.
Later he worked hls way through

every posltlon until he became tho
vlce-presidcnt of tho Instltutlon. Tho
tin-plate industry appealcd to tlio
young man and he resigned hls posi-
tion to devote hls attention to tlio
manufacturlng of tin-plate. Two
fallures dld not detor him and tho
little tln-plato mill at Elwood grew
Into a nilghty plant.
In IS'jS tho 270 tln-plato mllls ot

the country consolldated, and the two
Mooros, ot Chlcago. Wllllam A. aud
J. IL. dropped into tlie ttn-plate game.
Mr. Reid helpod them to orgnnlze tho
Natlonal Steel Company ln order that
the steel supply of the tin-plate mllls
mlght be aasured. Other companlea
foliowed fast, and when the Unlted
States Steel Corporatlon was formed
the Reid and Moorc properties went
int0 the great consolidatlon.
At the present tlme Dan G.

p.eld."ix o.," his friends call him.¦
is ono of the blg men In Unlted States
Steel. the chairman of the board of
directors of a great railway system.
a power ln the Natlonal Biscuit Com¬
pany and so manv other things that
lie finds lt dlfflcult to keep track of
them all.

A Very Blch Man.
The man who began on $3 a woek

and effected hls flrst consolidation
while stlll ln hls early teens, ls now
a verv rich man in a city where a

mlllioiiaire excites no comment, and
he has tho further reputatlon of being
ablo to lay his hands on moro ready
cash than any man in the country,
except J. Plerpont Morgan.
At'his home on Flfth Avenue, sur-

rounded by the outward evldences of
a great fortune. Mr. Reid diacussed
the questlon which is now agltating
tha wage-earners of this country.-tho
advanced cost of llving and its rem.edy.
"The trouble with thls country," said

he, oifcrlng hlmself a specially mado
Havana clgar from a stand made of
an elephant's leg bound about with
sllver and finished in ebony. "is tliat a

lot moro people in thls country ought
to go bnck to reul work.tlicy ought
tu go to farmlng.
"Now, the farmer is tlic man wo

hay: burley and corn in proportion.
und eggs.you know what eggs aro
worth just now? "Woll, ten or lifteen
>oars ago tho farmers in the MlrRlle
West wero all carrylng mortgages on
tholr property. To-day. thc same men
aro rldlng around tho country in auto-
moblles. Thoy have paid off the mort¬
gages and they havo money in the
bank.
"Moro men ought to be farmers.

More men ought to go back to tho
soll.back to the real work. Taka
theso llttlo towns ln Ihe Mlddle West:
you will tind they have lifteen or

twenty churches to support, when four
or tlve would do every bit aa well, uud
ln plenty of cases you will tind that
thoso preachera would make out bettor
as farmers.

Too Mnuy "ProfcM.slonnls."
"Thc same thing is true ln most

of tho profosslons. It's a sort of h

famiiy pride lo train a boy to be
a lawyer or a preachcr whon hc ought
to be tralned to work. Thc great ido;
soems to be to leave tlie West am
come on over hero to the East, wher
it is in tho West tliat the real opppr
lunltles are waltlng for the averagi
man of no capital to speak of.
"There Is plenty of land stlll in th.

West, and every foot of good fartuin;
land should be made fo hour its crop
Out lu my country.in Indlana.wher
tlie farmers aro thlckly settled, I Jiav
notlced that thero is always a strii
of lund near tho fences which isn'
cvon ploughed. Thal la a nilstako.

"It would bo an ob.lect lesson ti
some of our farmors lf they ivotili
take a trlp to Europe and see the wa;
they make every inch of tho land bea
Its crop.
"Tho farmer ls prosperous. There i:

ono class whlch has nol. boen betteret
by the advancc of recent years. Tlu
clerks usod to srot $50 lo $60 a month
Somotimea \no of them would roaol
$1,000 a year. These salaries huv*
not beon raised, They are about \«her<
they were ten or lifteen years _go.

"Tliis country ls not bounded nn on«
side hy tlic East Rlver and pn unothei
by Joraey Clty. The Wost offers the
rliances to young mon who want ti
go to real work, and tlio men who are
dolng that work ai*a niaklns the
nioney."
